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End of the road 
for bus company

A BUS company that has served 
Haverhill for more than 60 years 
has fallen into administration 
and jobs have been axed. 

On Friday, Yellow Star Travel 
Services - which operated from a 
depot in Duddery Hill as Burtons - 
entered receivership and left 
workers fearing for their jobs. 

It employs around 50 members of staff 
and the business has an annual turnover of 
£3million. 

On the same day, Stephensons of Essex 
made a deal to take over the bus contracts 
in the region, but Burtons’ commercial 
tours and private hire coaches were left in 
the hands of administrators. 

An employee for the firm told the Weekly 
News : “I turned up for work as usual on 
Friday morning and there were admini¬ 
strators in the building asking questions 
and going through files. 

“They said the business had gone into 
administration and sent me home. They 
said I should stay next to the phone. 

“Then on Monday I received a letter 
saying my contract had been severed and 
that I had to apply for redundancy 

“The way we have been treated in such a 
short space of time has been diabolical, 
distressing and very hurtful. I don’t know 
what to do next.”

Parents fight for 
patrolled crossing 


PARENTS and teachers 
have raised serious 
safety concerns after 
Suffolk County Council 
refused to install a 
patrolled crossing out¬ 
side a new school. 

The new Clements Primary 
School, in Greenfields Way, 
Haverhill, will open to 240 
pupils from nursery up to age 
11 next week. But for children 
walking to class in the morn¬ 
ing, a zebra crossing will be 
all that is provided. 

Geoffrey Mason lives in 
Shepherds Court with his 
sons foshua, 6, and Dominic, 
8 - both of whom will be 
attending Clements from 
Monday - and has started a 
petition to ensure the cross¬ 
ing is supervised. 

The 49-year-old former bus 
driver said: “Greenfields Way

needs a patrolled crossing but 
the county council won’t give 
us one. 

“Greenfields is a dangerous 
road - fast moving cars 
straddle the speed bumps 
and don’t pay attention to the 
zebra crossing, it is on a bend 
and there are lorries heading 
to the industrial estates. 

“Add to that the increased 
traffic at school times when 
people pull up to drop off 
kids, we simply cannot be 
without a school crossing 
patrol.” 

The petition already has 
200 signatures, which include 
that of headmistress Lesley 
Farrow and a number of 
fellow teachers. 

Mr Mason added: “As par¬ 
ents, we are all worried about 


our children. I know the 
council has to cut costs but 
surely not at the expense of 
lives. 

“By not listening to us, the 
council is just asking for 
trouble.” 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk 
County Council told the 
Weekly News that the nec¬ 
essary checks were carried 
out and they felt no further 
precautions were required. 

She said: “There is a zebra 
crossing in operation and the 
council has looked at all 
safety aspects and have risk 
assessed children’s route to 
school. 

“We have already added a 
cycle route and have made 
sure the new entrance is as 
suitable as possible. 

“After carrying out the 
usual checks we believe the 
current situation is adequate 
but we are willing to listen to 


any feedback.” 

The new £5.1 million state- 
of-the-art building has re¬ 
placed the previous 1960s 
building, and is part of 
Suffolk’s move from a three- 
tier to a two-tier school 
system. 

Its facilities include football 
pitches, a netball court, eight 
classrooms, a school hall and 
“shared spaces” which mem¬ 
bers of the community can 
book out. 

The building also utilises 
renewable energy and sust¬ 
ainable features such as solar 
panels, passive ventilation, a 
bio-mass woodchip boiler 
and a sedum roof.

A DESPERATE mother 
needs to raise £40,000 for 
treatment which would 
give her 17-month-old 
identical twins the chance 
to grow up together. 

Victoria Thompson, of 
Sperling Drive, Haverhill, gave 
birth to Aiden and Owen on New 
Year’s Day last year at The Rosie. 

The brothers were 10 weeks 
premature and stayed in special 
baby wards for almost two 
months, but were slowly growing 
stronger. 

However, in March, 31-year- 
old Victoria took her sons for 
their regular check-up and was 
told that Aiden, who is around 15 
minutes older than Owen, had a 
case of cerebral palsy called 
Bilateral Spastic Hemiplegia. 

Now Victoria and her partner 
Gareth Thomas are campaigning 
to raise £40,000 so they can 
travel to America for a comp¬ 
licated and expensive operation 
to deal with the disability, which 
creates severe stiffness of the 
limbs. 

Victoria said: “I took the boys 
to a routine follow-up app¬ 
ointment and said I was 
concerned that Aiden wasn’t 
crawling as freely as Owen. He 
was also struggling with his 
balance when sitting up. 

“The doctor examined him 
and said he had cerebral palsy. It 
was such a shock and it is heart¬ 
breaking - his whole little life has 
changed.” 

She continued: “It is really 
hard. Aiden watches his brother 
and gets frustrated because he 
can’t keep up. 

“Owen helps as much as he 
can by bringing him toys and not 
leaving him out but he is also 
getting upset because I have to 
spend more time with Aiden 
than him.” 

The operation required, 
Selective Dorsal Rhizotomy, is 
rarely funded by the NHS in 



England and when it is occ¬ 
asionally carried out in Bristol, it 
is only done from the age of 4 - 
at which point the condition can 
have become more serious. 

If the money is raised, Aiden 
will be added to a waiting list at 
St Louis Children’s Hospital in 
America where surgery and 18 
months of intensive physio-- 
therapy could solve the problem. 

Victoria said: “There is still a 
chance Aiden will be able to walk 
but he will be different to others 
and as a parent I will do what¬ 
ever I can for him to lead a 
normal life with us. 

“I often wonder whether Aiden 
will ever be able to do what his 


brother can.” 

The family have embarked 
upon a fundraising campaign 
over the coming months which 
includes barbecues, quiz and 
band nights, raffles, auctions, 
dinners and dances.

A CHURCH has laun¬

The Rector of St Mary’s 
Church in Haverhill’s 
town centre, Ian Finn, 
has pleaded with the 
public to help with the 
costs of essential work 
on the window, which is 
on the south wall and is 


more than 100 years old. 

The glass is due to be 
taken away and repaired 
in the coming weeks 
after the lead holding it 
together had deter¬ 
iorated to such an extent 
that it now struggles to 
hold the panels in place. 

Rev Finn said: “The 
main lights of the win¬ 
dow are now overlOO 
years plus, in poor cond¬ 
ition and some of the 
panels are in a prec¬ 


arious condition, hang¬ 
ing out of the lead. 

“This is an important 
part of the history and 
heritage of Haverhill and 
we are appealing to the 
community to help us 
preserve this important 
piece so that we and 
future generations can 
marvel and enjoy this 
beautiful work of art.” 

The window has four 
main lights and 19 trac¬ 
eries, depicting St fohn,

Following Friday’s 
shock news, Suffolk 
County Council said it 
was working with admin¬ 
istrators to ensure bus 
services for the public 
continued. 

Stephensons will take 
over operations with 
immediate effect, running 
certain services and 
passing others on to other 
bus companies including 
Galloway European 
Coachlines. 

A spokesman for Steph- 
ensons said: “We have 
taken over bussing cont¬ 
ract operations and will be 
keeping on bus related 
staff. 

“The rest of the busi¬ 
ness will be placed in the 
hands of administrators.” 

Burtons was estab¬ 
lished in 1948 at Burton 
End Garage in Haverhill. 

Since 1998, it has exp¬ 
anded into a major bus 
and coach operation, 
acquiring Premier Travel 
Services, Frank Harris 
Coaches of Grays, Essex, 
and Network Colchester 
fromArriva. 

Administrators SFP 
blamed Burtons’ collapse 
on the rising cost of fuel, 
and added it would cont¬ 
inue to look for a buyer for 
the rest of the business. 

A former Burtons driver 
said he was not surprised 
by the news and the job 
losses - the extent of 
which are not yet clear. 

He said: “It is to be 
expected that jobs are lost 
in the more expensive 
commercial side.” 

Rumours have also 
raged that former manag¬ 
ing director Paul Cooper 
and his wife left to travel 
to Spain on the same day 
the administrators arr¬ 
ived.

TRAVELLERS have been 
moved on from a public 
space after residents 
demanded action foll¬ 
owing two weeks of 
delay. 

In in mid-May, six caravans 
arrived on the grassy site 
between Bergamot Road, 
Chivers Road and Bramley 
Road in Haverhill, which is 
used by local residents to walk 
dogs and as a play area for 
children. 

Following an angry response 
from neighbours, St Edmund- 
sbury Borough Council, which 
owns the land, had said it 
would “be taking all necessary 
steps to evict them”. 

But readers were driven to 
complain to the Weekly News 
on Tuesday when members of 
the travelling community were 
still living there. They added 
that another mobile home had 
appeared, with its inhabitants 
living separately from the 
other encampment on the 
field. 

One concerned neighbour 
said: “I am very disappointed 
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by how long it has taken the 
council to act on this matter. 

“We were visited by the 
police soon after the travellers 
arrived and they said there was 
a five-day order in place for the 
group to leave, but they didn’t 
and nothing was done. 

“Our concern was that the 
longer they stayed, the more 
established they would be¬ 
come, and the more attractive 
the site would be for future 
visitors.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
borough council said that the 
travellers were removed soon 
after, and on Wednesday were 
in the Sudbury area. 

She also moved to dismiss 
concerns that travellers would 
return to the popular spot. 

Because trespass is a civil 
offence rather than a criminal 
one, it is the responsibility of 
the local council to move 
people on, rather than the 
police.

Haverhill 


THE May meeting of the 
Haverhill Family History 
Group began with the 
business of a short AGM, the 
chairman thanking everyone 
for their help and support 
during a very successful year. 
The existing committee 
members were re-elected, 
together with a new treasurer, 
Alan Langley. 

There followed an 


interesting and informative 
talk about workhouses by 
Suffolk Record Office 
manager Shellie Reed. 

She set the scene of caring 
for the poor, not just in 
Suffolk but across the whole 
country, and so would have 
touched most families at 
some time. 

Up until 1834 each parish 
was responsible, with some, 
including Haverhill, having 
their own parish workhouse. 


Then, with rising 
populations and increasing 
costs, larger, ‘more efficient’ 
workhouses were introduced 
serving a 'union' of many 
parishes. 

Now, help was only 
available in the workhouse 
where strict ‘Victorian’ 
principles were enforced. 

Families were separated by 
sex and age and provided 
with work. 

More compassionately, 


youngsters were taught to 
read and write and even 
learned a trade. 

Haverhill was in the 
Risbridge Union, one of 20 
across Suffolk, which used 
the town’s workhouse until a 
new one was built at 
Kedington in 1856. 

This served some 26 local 
parishes, including six in 
Essex, until 1930. Sheila 
outlined some of the 
surviving records, including 


vaccination registers for 
Risbridge Union covering all 
births between 1907 and 
1929. 

The next meeting continues 
in the same period with local 
historian and photographer 
Denise Webb giving a talk 
about the life and work of 
Victorian families in East 
Anglia. The meeting, at 
7.30pm on Thursday, June 9, 
is in Haverhill Independent 
Church Hall. 


Firm’s move to town is boost for cake lovers 


A CAKE company is on its way to 
Haverhill. 

The Wicked Cake Company is set 
to relocate from its current site in 
Neath Farm Business Park in Cherry 
Hinton and move to premises in 
Maple Park, off Falconer Road in the 
town. 

The leading producer and 


supplier, which has operated for 13 
years, specialises in supplying tray 
cakes, muffins and other baked 
goods for airlines, schools, hospitals 
and businesses, and had outgrown 
its old home. 

The new base will be a 10-year 
lease for 18,000 sq ft across five 
units. 


Ed Bliss, company director, said: 
“The company was looking for new 
premises anywhere in the Cam¬ 
bridge catchment area, and the 
availability of accommodation 
across the five units - which offered 
a mix of production and warehouse 
facilities - in combination, at an 
affordable price, was the main 


reason for the relocation.” 

Maple Park is a new development 
on Falconer Road, with planning 
permission for light and general 
industrial use. 

Three units remain for sale - two 
at almost 3,000 sq ft and one at 4,882 
sq ft - and are available through joint 
agents Carter lonas and Cheffins. 
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Seized watches 
sold for £7,160 

Drug dealer’s ill-gotten gains auctioned by police 


TWO watches seized from 
a convicted Haverhill 
drug dealer have been 
sold by police for more 
than £7,000. 

It was the latest stage in the 
process to recover as much as 
possible from wealthy gang boss 
Matthew Dixon, as officers 
continue to strip away assets 
gained from a life of crime. 

Dixon, 41, of Elmshurst Close, 
Haverhill, was jailed for nine 
years at Ipswich Crown Court in 
August 2009 after being con¬ 
victed of conspiring to supply 
cocaine worth £400,000. 

Among the property seized 
from Dixon were two designer 
watches, one by Franck Muller 
and another by lacob & Co. 
which police offered for sale on 
the internet auction site 
Bumblebee Auctions - a site 
specialising in selling for police 
forces. 
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A total of 53 people bid for the 
Muller watch, making £5,030, 
while there were 33 bids for the 
Jacob & Co watch, which sold for 
£2,130. 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
police said: “Our officers will try 
every possible method of 
returning lost and stolen goods 
to their rightful owner. 

“But when this cannot be 
done, selling the items to mem¬ 
bers of the public allows us to 
generate much needed funds for 
worthwhile community causes.” 

After Dixon was jailed, an 
order was made under the 
Proceeds of Crime Act ordering 
him to hand over assets and 
cash totalling £32,000. 

So far almost £16,000 has been 
seized, including a Cartier watch 
which was sold by police locally 


for £1,000. 

Also sold was a stretch 
limousine, a VW Golf car and a 
Yamaha motorcycle. 

Dixon was the leader of a gang 
who imported six kilos of coc¬ 
aine into Suffolk and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire between October 
2007 and July 2008. 

Police had tracked couriers 
taking cash to drop-off points, 
including public car parks, 
where it was exchanged for 
consignments of drugs. It was 
estimated that over a 12-month 
period the gang had imported £1 
million worth of cocaine into the 
two counties. 

Six members of the gang, 
including Dixon, who had just 
been released after serving four 
and a half years of his sentence 
for drug dealing in Cambridge, 
were jailed for a combined total 
of 32 years. 


Programme for 
disabled youth 

A PROGRAMME of social activities for 
young people with disabilities is being re¬ 
launched in Haverhill. 

Disability charity Optua will be mnning 
the Teaming Up sessions later this month 
after receiving funding from Suffolk 
County Council’s Activities Unlimited 
Service. 

The initiative aims to give young people 
with special needs the opportunity to build 
independence, confidence, self esteem and 
social skills while taking part in everyday 
leisure activities. 

The project ran across Suffolk last year 
and now has backing to start up again. 

Haverhill’s weekly sessions are aimed at 
young people aged 18 to 25, and will run 
Monday evenings from June 20 to August 
22. It will include activities such as 
bowling, cinema, swimming and meals 
out. 

Karl Daniels, Teaming Up co-ordinator, 
said: “Everyone who came to Teaming Up 
sessions last year really enjoyed themselves 
and we’re looking forward to mnning them 
again in Haverhill. 

“We hope to attract some new people as 
well as all those who enjoyed Teaming Up 
last year.”

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Focus jobs 
could stay 
In takeover 


JOBS at the Haverhill branch of 
the collapsed DIY firm Focus 
look secure after it was taken 
over by Kingfisher PLC, which 
operates the B&Q chain. 

Thirty-three people work at the store 
and their jobs were in jeopardy after 
Focus went into administration at the 
beginning of May. 

Kingfisher has agreed conditionally 
to buy 31 of the former Focus stores, 
including the branch in Haverhill. 

Administrators from Ernst and Young 
have found buyers for 55 Focus stores 
in three separate deals, saving 900 jobs, 
but have acknowledged that it has not 
been possible to find a buyer for the 
group as a whole and a closing down 
sale has started. 

Simon Allport, joint administrator, 
said: “We have been working hard to

sell the business as a going concern and 
to maximise value for creditors. 

“UK retailers are facing one of the 
most challenging retail environments 
in recent times and the DIY sector has 
been highly competitive, with only the 
strongest players being able to thrive 
and survive.” 

The administrators will continue 
negotiations for a number of the other 
stores, but stock liquidation means that 
a number of the Focus stores will close 
and employees be made redundant. 

Employees who lose their jobs will be 
offered support and advice. 

Mr Allport said: “We would like to 
thank all Focus DIY employees for their 
continued support in what has been a 
difficult and uncertain time.”

T HIS time last 
year, life was 
good for Karen 
Warner. Having 
raised teenage 
daughter Kayleigh 
alone, she admits 
there had been tough 
times - but, finally, 
everything had fallen 
into place. 


She had a nice home, a 
great job, a loving new 
boyfriend. And she had 
plans for the future: to 
return to studying, maybe 
have another baby. 

But then, in an instant, 
Karen’s life changed 
forever. After suffering a 
series of major epileptic 
fits - which caused her to 
black out, convulse and 
froth at the mouth - the 
36-year-old was diagnosed 
with a rare and potentially 
deadly brain condition. 


“I describe it as a ‘life- 
taker’,” says Karen. “The 
minute I was diagnosed, 
life as I knew it stopped 
dead. I can’t work, I can’t 
drive, I can’t even have a 
bath on my own- 
someone has to sit with 
me, in case I have a 
seizure. 


“I can’t even go out of 
the house without 
thinking: I live in a 
maisonette up 28 concrete 
steps; those steps terrify 


“There are days when it

Discovering she has a rare brain condition - leading to 
terrifying fits that can leave her hospitalised - has made 
Karen Warner afraid to leave the house on her own. 
“Some days I’m fine, others I feel like a caged animal - 
going from calm to raging wild,” she tells ALICE RYAN. 


when I feel fine and stay 
positive. But other days I 
feel like a caged animal: I 
can go from being calm 
one minute to absolutely 
raging wild the next... I 
get so angry and upset and 
emotional. I don’t know 
which way to turn, what to 
do, how to cope. 

“I have no control over 
my life any more. It sounds 
a bit morbid, but I don’t 
know how much time I’ve 
got left: maybe, in another 
year’s time, this condition 
will have taken my life 
away completely...” 

Karen has what’s known 
as a cavernoma in her 
brain. A cluster of 
abnormal blood vessels, it 
looks like a little raspberry; 
made up of tiny cellular 
bubbles, or caverns, they 
both absorb and leak 
blood. 

“Mine is about half-a- 
centimetre across,” 
explains Karen, who lives 
in Cambridge. “It’s just this 
tiny little thing, and yet it 
causes so much trouble.” 

Cavernomas, which can 
run in families, are 
estimated to occur in one 
in 600 people across the 
UK. But the vast majority 


never cause any problems: 
only one in every 40,000 
people suffer symptoms 
like Karen. 

When the ‘caverns’ leak 
blood, they can provoke 
everything from blurred 
vision, loss of balance and 
amnesia to weakness of 
limbs, seizures and even 
strokes. 

Doctors have told Karen 
that her cavernoma has, 
like a birthmark, been 
there since she was born. 
“Looking back, that makes 
sense,” says Karen. “I’ve 
had headaches, always on 
the right-hand side of my 
head, all my life. 
Sometimes I’d have to take 
time off work because I 
had what I thought was a 
migraine: my head hurt, 
my vision would go a bit 
blurry, I’d feel sick.” 

It was during one of 
those bouts of illness that 
Karen - who worked at a 
nursery and planned to 
train as a child 
psychologist - had her first 
fit. “I’d been off work for a 
couple of days. I got up 
this one lunchtime, to 
speak to Kayleigh before 
she went to work, and next 
thing I knew the 


paramedics were there.” 

Picking up the story, 
Karen’s mum, Jenny Page- 
Croft, remembers: “I got a 
phone call from Kay 
saying: ‘Mum’s fainted and 
hit her head, and I think 
she’s having a fit.’ 

“She was rushed to 
hospital and she’d had 
another fit before they 
could even get her off the 
trolley.” 

At the time, doctors 
thought the fits were a 
one-off; they suspected 
she’d fainted, banged her 
head on a radiator and 
fitted as a result of the 
injury. 

It wasn’t until 
November, when Karen 
suffered another bout of 
tonic-clonic seizures 
(formally known as grand 
mal attacks, they affect the 
whole brain), that CT and 
MRI scans were done - 
and the cavernoma 
discovered. 

“Every time she has an 
episode, she has three or 
four big fits,” continues 
Jenny, who works in a 
pharmacy. “It’s horrendous 
to see. It always follows the 
same pattern: her eyes 
glaze, she starts licking her

lips, and then she talks 
gibberish, talks in tongues, 
and moans. 

“Then she’ll go stiff as a 
board and she foams at 
the mouth and gasps for 
air. Seeing someone you 
love go through that is so 
frightening. And it takes 
her a long time to recover. 
They say each fit is the 
equivalent to running a 
marathon; she goes from 
her usual beautiful, bubbly 
self before the fits, to being 
a little shadow afterwards.” 

If cavernomas occur on 
the surface of the brain, 
laser surgery is an option. 
But Karen’s is embedded 
deep in her right frontal 
lobe, rendering it 
inoperable. As a result, 
there is no cure for her 
condition; all doctors can 
do is medicate to keep her 
symptoms under control. 
And even the medication 
is far from perfect: despite 
upping dosages - she now 
takes 400mg of anti¬ 
seizure meds a day - Karen 
has never gone more than 
a few weeks at a time fit- 
free. 

“I usually end up in 
hospital for a few days,” 
she says. “The last time I 
was in there, a few weeks 
ago, the doctor told me 
that, in my case, I might 
never reach the stage 
where I’m seizure free. 


“That is quite a difficult 
thing to think about. And I 
know that, for the rest of 
my life, I will always have 
the cavernoma. It might 
cause me more problems, 
or less. I don’t think it will 
kill me, but I can’t be sure - 
it might.” 

Forced to quit work 
amid health and safety 
fears, Karen says she felt a 
huge sense of loss. 
Securing benefits has, she 
adds, also been a battle. 
And, tired of being held 
prisoner by the concrete 
stairs, she is in talks with 
the council about moving 
to a ground-floor property. 

“More than anything 
else, being on the ground 
floor would make a huge 
difference to my life,” 
explains Karen. “Knowing I 
could have a fit any time 
has really affected my 
confidence and I hate 
going down those stairs. I 
have a little dog, a Jack 
Russell called Daisy, and it 
would be wonderful just to 
open a door and be able to 
take her out into a garden. 

“That’s something being 
ill has taught me: to 
appreciate the little things, 
the simple pleasures. It’s 
taught me not to be 
materialistic; it’s taught me 
what our priorities should 
be. For me, the best 
moments are waking up 


and seeing the sun 
shining; spending time 
with my daughter, who’s 
the light of my life; going 
for a walk in the park with 
Daisy; having a meal out 
with my partner Tom. 
Those are the positive 
things in my life, and I try 
to focus on them.” 

Karen credits Kayleigh, 
Jenny and Tom - along 
with a close-knit group of 
friends - with supporting 
her through the last few 
months. “Tom’s only a 
young lad, in his early 20s, 
and they’d only been 
together for about a 
month when Karen was 
diagnosed,” explains 
Jenny. “A lot of other lads 
his age wouldn’t have 
stuck around, but he has. 
It’s been a real baptism of 
fire, but he’s been 
absolutely brilliant.” 

Karen and her family 
decided to share their 
story with the Weekly News 
to raise awareness of 
cavernoma and 
understanding of brain 
conditions in general. 

“I am always worried 
about having a fit in a 
public place and how 
people might react,” says 
Karen. “If we can raise die 
profile of conditions like 
this, hopefully people will 
be increasingly 
understanding.”

WEDDING 
photography has 
been going for almost 
as long as the camera 
itself, with early 
examples dating from 
the 1840s. 

Back then each 
photograph took a long 
time to set up, and even 
longer to actually take.

Quirky ways to 
add touch of art 


C HELSEA unveiled its new 
artisan gardens category 
for the first time this year, 
where designers were asked to 
use natural, sustainably resourced 
materials artistically. 

Driftwood, reclaimed bricks and 
cockleshell edgings were among the 
items which featured in the displays. Yet 
you shouldn’t have to look too far to find 
bits and pieces that can add historical, 
elegant and quirky touches to your own 
garden, whatever the setting. 

Second-hand shops, reclamation yards 
and even car boot sales can be an 
Aladdin’s cave of unusual containers and 
statues, chimney pots which can be 
upended to house colourful plants, quirky 
garden seating and ornaments. 

Old railway platform seats and seating 
from boats have been put to use in the 
past, while DIY enthusiasts have 
constructed seats featuring little more 
than a short piece of scaffolding plank 
resting on two neat piles of old bricks. 
Funky benches have been made using old 
tyres at either end supporting seats of 
painted scaffolding planks. 

If you live near the sea, explore the 
beach to search for driftwood, or shells 
which you could use to make a feature 
mosaic to hang on your house wall.

Mosaics and patterns can also be made 
out of pebbles or broken coloured tiles 
arranged Roman style. 

Fallen logs can be used to edge paths, 
while those on a budget may be more 
inclined to go for local gravel. 

Eye-catching containers can be made 
out of anything you may otherwise dump, 
from old food cans painted with brightly 
coloured weather-resistant paint, to sinks 
which can house a myriad of rock plants, 
and teapots, mugs and rusty buckets with 
holes drilled in the bottom which can be 
planted up and strategically placed to 
brighten up the scene. 

Old wicker baskets can also make 
good plant pots, stained, varnished and 
lined with black plastic, while broken 
pots can be used for a display of rock 
plants such as sempervivums, surrounded 
by broken bits of pot. 


Wine aficionados who are lucky 
enough to have had their vino delivered 
in wooden boxes with lovely embossed 
logos should consider growing salad 
crops in them. See if your local wine 
merchant might have any boxes spare and 
preserve the wood with Danish oil to 
weatherproof it, as well as drilling holes 
in the base for drainage. Port boxes can 
also act as good containers. 

You can also grow crops in old 
drawers, weatherproofing the wood first 
and then drilling holes for drainage and 
lining the drawers with plastic. 

You may also have to add comer 
braces to the drawers to stop the wood 
from warping, but they will make eye¬ 
catching veg containers. 

Use your own home-grown stems of 
bamboo, when the canes are green and 
flexible, or red dogwood, to cut and 
weave into plant supports. 

If you want to create an arch which 
will be smothered in flowering plants, but 
don’t want to spend a fortune, you can do 
it cheaply by bending old lengths of 
metal pipe or builders’ reinforcing bars, 
which will all be hidden by the climbers. 

You don’t have to go to Chelsea to find 
inspiration in recycling your junk - just 
think twice before chucking out that old 
chipped teapot...

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed.

Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller.

MOTORISTS are 
growing more 
satisfied with their 
vehicles, according 
to a survey of more 
than 16,000 car 
owners. 

And the biggest 
increase in satisfaction 
levels over the last 12 
months has come in the

The Lexus IS was the 
top-rated model and

We can rule world, says 
GB’s golden girl Maclean 



WHEELCHAIR basketball player 
Caroline Maclean believes Great 
Britain can conquer the world 
after they chalked up a second 
straight victory over Germany at 
the BT Paralympic World Cup 
and a first gold medal in 
Manchester. 

The 36-year-old fired Great 
Britain to group-stage victories 
over world silver medallists 
Germany and Canada, and while 
a one-point defeat to fapan was 
the only blot on Maclean and 
Co’s copybook, GB downed the 
old enemy in the final in style, 
chalking up a 63-52 win. 

Great Britain will now head to 
September’s European Champ¬ 
ionships in Israel riding the crest 
of a wave and with high hopes of 
a third straight win over 
defending champions Germany. 

And Maclean believes GB have 
proved they can be a match for 
anyone in the world. 

“This was a real team 
effort and everyone chipped in 
with a point, which was fantastic. 
To pull it out when it really 
mattered was important,” said 
Maclean. “It’s the first time that 
we have won gold here and it’s 
fantastic, even if it’s been a long 
time coming. 

“The key to success this week 
has been confidence and, while 
there are quite a few younger 
players in the squad, we’re all 


gelling together as a team. 

“We know we can beat 
Germany and we know we can 
beat any team in the world and 
make sure it happens on the 
day.” 

Great Britain will head to Israel 
desperate to reach the final, 
having collected bronze at six of 
the last seven competitions, six 
of which Maclean has featured 
in, while Germany have been 
champions at the last five. 

But Maclean, who will hope to 
take part in her fourth 
Paralympic Games in London 
next year, believes it is high time 
Great Britain bucked that trend. 

“It gives us a lot of confidence 
going forward and on to Israel,” 
added Maclean. “Preparation is 


going really well, we’re training 
really hard. 

“This is a great competition to 
gain experience for the 
new girls. 

“The Germans will be there 
again at the Europeans and 
we’ve always been on a par with 
the Dutch, so that will be a good 
test, but after our performances 
here I think we can beat them.”
